CHAPTER IL.

Whereas, by the laws now in force, the guardians 
appointed to take care of the estates of idiots and lu- 
natics, have no power to make settlements or provi- 
sions for such child, or children, of such idiots and 
lunatics, when the same may marry or come of age: 
Therefore,

SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly Depositions 
af the State of Tennessee, That from and after the 2 R 
passage of this act, depositions to be read in evidence viously filing 
in the courts of Chancery in this state: shall be taken :
